The Sultan of 
Sooloo on his part accepts the friendship 
and protection of the Spanish Government, 
and engages iso to preserve peace with 
ull the subjects of H. C. Majesty, and to- 
consider as enemies all those who may 
henceforward be such to tho Spanish 
nation, and to concur with armed forces for 
the wars which may arise in the same 
manner. as if. they were Spaniards, In 
case of this aid being. rendered, the provi- 
sions for the subsistence of the Sooloos are 
to be atthe expense of H. O. Majesty, the 
samo as for the other soldiers and indivi- | 
duals of Her Army and Navy.
